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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that the peak hold circuit of 
Ota et al. does not teach holding the value of the voltage. However, the examiner disagrees. The peak hold circuit holds the value long 
enough for the sampling holding circuit to take the signal in. There is no mention in the present application as to how long the peak hold 
circuit should hold the value. 

Applicant also contends that the transfer function and the output of the operational amplifier are not independent entities. However, the 
examiner disagrees. The output of the operational amplifier is Vout. The transfer function is G/(1 +GK). Thus, the proportional constant of 
G/(1+GK) is different from Vout as currently claimed. The constant is obtained independently of the signal, but the variables are used 
together. Obtaining the constant does not depend on any other value, but implementing it is dependent on the output signal. 
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
